That is what itt was called for ages. 
shall have to change the word and call it the sci- 
ence of war. It is a science; ard a great one. In 
Manchuria the great guns did the work. A mod- 
ern battleship is one of the most complicated ma- 
chines the Euman mind has created, as it is the 
most stupendous. When wars were fought with 
short swords, or bows and arrows, or with muskets 
avd hayoucts, it was the art of war, As the ships 
and guns were handled at Santiago de Cuba and 
the siege guns at Port Arthur, war is a science, 
altnost an exact one. 

When war was an art those who followed it 

,wege artists. With war raised to the dignity of a 
science, warriors must rise to the rank of profes- 
sors. it takes a long time to become perfect in a 
science. That ts why the United States govern- 
meat fas so amended the laws governing the army 
es to make it a life career for the non-commis- 
stoned ciicers as well as for those who bear cum. 
missions. The new pay schedule will tend to keep 
the enlisted men of the more competent types in 
the army for a lifetime. They may rise to a 
pestiion where they are paid well, as things go, and 
where honors are to be gathered. So the com- 
mon soldier may become a non-commissioned of- 
ficer, and then by diligence and grasp of the sci- 
ence rise to be a commissioned officer, and when 
he gets hold of all the science he is made a gen- 
eral, perhaps the general of the army. There is 
a career well worth striving for. 
In Los Angeles last month our men and women 
‘made much of the sailor boys from the fleet. 
They were made to feel for the first time in their 
liwes that to wear a uniform is an honor. In San 
Francisco the sailors were treated in the same 
way. They were looked upon as honorable nien, 
as particularly good citizens. The handling of 
the guns on the battleships is a science. Only 
after months of training with much practice is 
the science mastered. The cordial way in which 
the enlisted men are treated on this Coast will do 
much toward keeping the ranks full and giving 
us a body of men who have more or less of the 
science of war at their fingers’ ends.

D PULP, ALSO BANANAG. 

Herman Ridder and the New York World, 
with the aid of divers and sundry other publishers 
of newspapers, some of whom ought to understand 
the matter better than they do, are producing a 
great deal of noise about wood pulp, such as a ripe 
squash falling on a cement sidewalk makes.
